Larry, W6WUH, wrote: 
>this is the original viking messenger 1.. it was made in both the 11 meter 
>and 10 meter versions... the 10 meter version is rare... 


>the radios was made in the early 60's .. it is not capable of 100 % 
>modulation...and is in other ways generally a mediocre radio...not owrth 
>putting on 10.. worth more as an historical object. 


I will agree with Larry that it is a pretty miserable radio. The receiver 
is wider than the proverbial barn door. CB'ers loved it because it was 
possible to increase the carrier output to as much as 15 watts, but they 
were actually hurting themselves; the modulation decreased as the carrier 
power was increased. This is because the radio used Heising modulation 
with no step-up transformer. With this arrangement, modulation will ALWAYS 
be less than 100%. 


There IS a way around this, however, and if my memory serves Johnson did 
use this technique. The trick is to connect a resistor in series with the 
plate lead to the final amplifier. This drops the final plate voltage 
lower than the modulator voltage. A capacitor is then connected across the 


resistor to allow the full audio swing to reach the final RF tube. Typical 
value for this capacitor is a few microfarads rated for the full plate 
voltage. The resistor value is best determined by experiment. By playing 
with the tuning, loading, and the resistor value, it is possible to get 
excellent modulation from this radio. 


But the receiver still stinks!

Boat Anchorites: I need to get inside the shielded VFO compartment to lube 
the VFO switch detent race, as well as possibly swap the tubes-as long as I 
am in there. It looks to me like you have to remove the 4 nuts below 
chassis on the rivet-screws mounted to the bottom of the shield; remove the 
"C" clamps on the top on the VFO calibration shafts; and finally, remove 
the two wires to the pilot light terminal strips (or the terminal strip 
screws & hence the terminal strips themselves. ) 


Is this correct, and even though this Ranger II has obviously seen VERY 
VERY little use, shouldn't I replace the oscillator and VR tube as long as 
I'm in there? Poll will be taken on opinions about the tubes. I have mixed 
feelings, with the inclination NOT to change them, everything looks so good.

At the moment I cannot lay my hands on my notes on Z codes but I do 
recall... 


1. There are many more than are shown in Klingenfuss's excellent book; 

2. Most are simple abbreviations of English expressions (e.g. ZSF -- send 
faster); 

3. One school of thought is that they were the private codes of Cable & 
Wireless Ltd, later adopted by other users. 


Many organisations had 'internal' codes; the railways of Britain had a 
whole book full (GRUNT meant something "outbreak of swine fever here, do 
not send consignments of pigs to this station). There were also unofficial 
ones such as GAFMO (get a flipping move on) and PAXO (get stuffed!). The 
rudest thing you could send to a fellow telegraph operator was PQ, which 
was taken as meaning the telegraphic equivalent of the foulest obscenity 
that could be uttered. It allegedly stood for piss-quick (which does not 
sound that objectionable to me) but sixty or seventy years ago it was not 
the done thing to send PQ.

I got back several replies to my question about 60 Kc alignment signal 
sources. Most common was the surplus AN/URM-25. Robert, WA5CAB, said it best 


>David & group, 

> 

>The AN/URM-25 goes down to 10KC, has calibrated output, and 
>modulation. And it's hollow state. They're fairly common 
>in surplus. Most military audio sig gens go up to about 
>200 KC, but lack the other features. 


K1VVC and WA4KCY both have the URM-25. 


Two said the URM-25 sells for $50 to $90 but not sure if that includes all 
the attachments. (nice list of those are in the Fair Radio Catalog..almost 
any issue.) 


Art Larkey suggested using a Sine/Square generator then he tested out his 
theory..... Per Art 


A day or two back I suggested using an audio signal generator such as the 
Heathkit Sine/Square wave generator to align a 60kc IF. I got to wondering 
about the quality of my advice so I warmed up my frequency counter for two 
hours, connected it to my Heath Sine/Square, turned it on and set it to 
60.000kc. Within a few minutes after turn-on it was at 59.9996 kc and 
stayed there for a couple hours. Then I went shopping for flowers with the 
XYL. When I came back, it was down to 59.9995 kc. My conclusion is that it 
was a good suggestion.
